Idea Is an inheritance from the an- 
cient days when each man's house waa 
his fort and lila fence waa likely to be 
a three-foot atone wall, 20 feet high 


Times changed, and the battlement- 


ed walls wcro no longer needed, grad 
uully giving way to more decorative 
and lesa expensive barriers 
They 


were just as necessary as during the 
feudal times, however, because -wltn 
peaoe came inc-reaainr; crops and in- 
creasing cattle to molest them 
The 


cattle ran at will and were just as 
fond of troapaaalng in a vegotablo lot 
as they now ore 


For thia reason every home waa 


fenced *n and the custom still pre- 
vails universally In England and soine 
part* of the continent 
It is hardly 


respectable not to be fenced in there 
' This custom came to America, with 
tbo first ^settlers, the "Virginia colon- 
ists using white picket fences largely, 
and the PuH^ana developing that moat 
charming of all fence*, tha New Eng- 
land «tpne> w*H. 


Westward they moved taking their 


fences with then) Stone wall* changed 
to rail* and plckota to upended stumps, 
until the tlmbarless, stoneleu plains 
were 
reached 
Here fences were 


needed most of all because thl* waa an 
Ideal cattle country and Increasing 
numbers forbade tbelr roaming at will. 
It naturally was an American who In- 
vented the barbed wire and woven 
fencing, and today there are more 
miles ot fence In America yian lu all 
tbe rest of the world combined 


Of late year* we have began to 


awaken to the fnct that there are ad* 
vantages in not fencing in private 
yards that are free from objectionable 
neighbors We do not need fence* to 
protect our front lawna from cattle 
la our cities and isuburbe, and their 
only value is a sentimental one By 
removing the front yard fence* from • 
block of eurburban resldencee, we se- 
curo the effect of a street twice aa 
wide and much more spacious ground* 
about each house
